Not long after I wrote K5CAS, copy to you, Jttke Snyder plioned loe. You may remember 
that I'd reminded him he'd promised to send me a casette of the entire interview and one 
of the seriea they aired and that I'd not gotten it. He told mo what was true, that I'd 
told him if he preferred to send them to local Hood College, whore all uy records will be 
eventually and wliere students are using suae now and have boon for yearo. He said ho had 
sent a cassette there. I told him that iectiuse of the controversy I'd like to know what 
of what over a period of close to two lioura of taping me he'd used, ^'o problem ho, said, 
he'd "bum a copy off" and send it to me. That was perhaps three weeks ago. I got nothing 
from him so I wrote him reminding him and I've still hoard nothing. 

One of our dearest friends is a professor of history there. His other activities, 
like v/ritiTKj a book, keep him very busy. So all I've done is ask him to learn whether or 
not sucli a cassette had been sent to the collge. If he'd learned I'm sure he'd )iave told 
me. So, I do not know whether Snyder sent them a cassette. 

If it was sent it sh|»uld have wpund up at the library. I may have suggested that he 
send it to tlie librarian. Who also is up to his ears. They have just this semester moved 
into a now building. The formal opening is the coning semester, when the librarian of 
Congress will be the main spetiker. Hut they are having a less formal sJindig a week from 
yesterday for those^of us known as tlie friends of the Ubrary. Tl»ro will bo formal tours 
tlien. Uecause I won t be able to use my legs that way or that loi^ a few weeks ago when 
Lil and I were near thefo we went and had a i»ek. It/ds siiiply fantastic! Really state of 
the art in communicating and distributing and a thing of beauty just to bo in and look at. 
They actually plan to make all the records they have and will j-ot available to all other 
institutions by modem electronic gadgetry I do not undciutand. Anyway, when we are there 
I'll a!3k the librarian if he has the cassette, --f he lias I'll bor-ow it and look at tt and 
hear what tliey said. 

= Which as of this moment I do not know, I do know^t it is pissible to pick and 
chose from what is recorded and that if tliis is done what is aired can bo something other 
than the person interviewed had in mind, 

Snyder did toll mo that the reaction to that series was exciting to them, that in 
f he we(Jk that show was aired its ratings doubled. Hq oaid they'd aired i»rts of the 
Bronsod film and that among the rwictions was a call from the new (to me at least) Dallas 
FBI SAC, Heeill. He said he agrees that the film should be enhanced and if I remember cor- 
rectly would support tliat. Other than tide I have no idea of what thet aired, in general 
or of what they taped mo as saying. I did not gather whon Mike and his technician were 
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here that th(sy had in mind anything like what I gather from your letter and the story 
you sent me t)iey did air. 

I hope I can see and hear what they aired so I can respond further. Until I do I do 
not know anything else I can say or do. 

And until y4ur letter I'd heard nothing from anyone down there about that series, 
what tliey aired or what impact it had, etc. Nor have I since, "o complainta. Nothing.

Yesterday was lil'a QOth birthday, the week before I had my 79th. for us X guess 
we are OK. In addition to the many eurjxfa^ medical problems 4f which you had some know- 
ledge I've developed a few more with the legs tliat limit what I am able to do more than 

before and I have "sleep apnea," which means among other things that whan I'm asleep 
there are times I do not brcjatho. More so when I sleep on my back, when I do not breathe 
moat of tlie time. This also gets mo up early, ^o get 4-5 hours of sleep I retire quite 
early. It is rare that I sleep i)ast 1 a.m. This momigg it was a little after midnight, 

ind it is now, believe it or not, a little after 1 a.m.! 

Tliere are some ddvantages from this abnormal life. The earl^morning hours are un- 
disturbed, No illume calls, for example. So I spend them at my desk and leave about 4*50 
to walk (and rest) for ati hpur and a half the throe mornings I do not have blood tests. 

Ttiose mornings, instead of returning hone I go to the building in whioh the lab is and 
resume wtilklng and resting for mitryithan another hour, iifter which ^ have physical therapy. 
|his week, on different days, ^1 and I will bo to Johns Hokins in Baltimore, slie for shots 
that control facial spasms that are disconcerting and interfere with her vision, me fiot for 
the monthly shot it is hoped will eliminate the need for additional prostate surgery, for 
which Iito driven there every month, but for one of my periodic neuro).ogical examinations. 

Some neurologlcid tests in January resulted in a large mascerated area on my right sliin 
that is still from healed and next month I have an extra trip there for the regular 

checkup on the leg circulation. There are other local appointments that take time so all 
in all I have comsiderablp less time for work. 'Fhis is further nt reduced by the constant 
phone calls. Nonetheless, just getting to our age is a blessing. 

I hope that is going as well as it can with you and Buck. 

Several years ago I got a very flattering phone call from a mnOur love, 
man whose name meant nothing to ms, Farls liookstool III. lie said /' 

he got to t)iis area from tiias to time and would like to blsit. He also said he had a 
"rare" picture of me. j^e did not come but ^heal reminded him he sent me a pictiro I 
recdgnized immediately as having been taken i«Ca Fred Newcbnb in his Sherman Oaks backyard. 

By then I knew who Nookstool is, I asked him how he got that picture, and he has not respbnd- 
ed. Neither the Dallas nor the LA field offices sent it to me in fesponse to my FOIPA requests 
It had to have originated with Fred or soue&no to whom he gave it. Neither office gave me what 
they have to have, records relating to their getting it, from wh^^whsn, etc. But the LA. 
filed office at least did have informers reporting on critics, this I have records on.
